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In the opinion of this com- 
mittee, the most commendable 
feature of the fire house regis- 
tration system is that it is a 
systematic method of register- 
ing voters, and is permanent. 
Citizens can register the year 
around, seven days a week, un- 
der this permanent plan. 

Unfortunately, the perma- 
nent nature of the fire house 
plan is not widely understood 
by voters who have been used 
to the traditional method of 
seeking out a temporary regis- 
'trar at a market or street cor- 
ner just prior to an election. 
Early and more complete regis- 
tration would be enhanced if 
the public were aware that reg- 
istration at fire houses is a 
|year-"round service.

AFLCIO Council to Conside 
Endorsement for President? 


The AFLCIO News, commenting on the political conven- 
tions, said that the united labor movement, “during the 
course of executive meetings the latter part of this month, 
will make its decisions on endorsements and its recom- 
mendations to the members of the labor movement.” : 

Whether or not the AFLCIO Executive Council moves \; 
to endorse a Presidential candidate, it is plain that much} 
emphasis is going to be laid on the fights for seats in the |; 
House of Representatives and the U.S. Senate. In most of | 
these fights the strength of the organized labor movement 
will be thrown back of Democratic candidates, just as it 
will be in this state. 

Labor is backing Dr. Laurance Cross, Democrat, against | 
the Republican incombent in the 7th District here, and is| 
backing Congressman George P. Miller, Democrat, in, the 
8th District. :
